London, Feb, 21. 
In the House, of Commons in 
response toa request by Mr.d. Re 
Clynes for a statement with re- 
gard to the signing of the Hankow 
Agreement, Sir Austen Chamber- 
Jain said, that-a telegram, receiv- 


-ed from Mr. O'Malley, dated 
February 20th reported that the 
signature took place on Suturday. 
vevening of the Agreement in re- 
gard to “the Hankow Concession. 
‘He read the terms of the -agrec- 
ment (prccisely as given alrendy), 
and added that at the moment of 
signature certain declarations 
were made arising from the nego- 
‘tintions. Mr. O'Malley informed 
Mr, Chen that the British authori- 
ties concerned would.do all in 


. their power to implement and en- 


sure the successful opération of 
the agreement; and, as far ag the 
British Authorities were concern- 
ed, Chinese citizens would enjoy 
and be entitled to the same rights 
as British subjects in the British 
Concession area. 
Mr, Chen replied that the Chin- 
ese atithorities would likewise de 
theit utmost to implement and en- 
sure the successful operation’ of 
the agreement and, ad,far as they 
were concerned, there would {be 
no discrimination against British 
interests in the administration of 
the new district. 


To Deal with de fncto

Sir Austen Chamberlain also 
read Bn Eugene Chen's declara- 
tion of the Nationalist Govern- 
ment’s policy with regard.to Con- 
ceaslony and International Settle- 
ments, (as ulrerdy cabled), and 
sald that Mr, O'Malley, in reply, 
had made a declaration that His 
Majesty's Governinent could not 
bind themselves to refuse to enter 
negotiations with Chinese

Troop Rights reoibival. 


“Sir Austen Chamberlain said he 
had ihstructed Mr. Q’Malley to 
make it-clear to Mr. Chen that 
His Majesty's Government must 
reserve their full right to dispose 


of their troops as might be neces-.- 


sary for the protection of British 
life in Shanghai—(Loud Cheers). 
Replying to Sir "C. Kinloch- 
Cooke, Sir Austen Chamberlain 
said that the question as to when 
it was ‘safe for British nationals, 
particularly British women, “to re- 
turn lo Hankow must be. left to 
those on the spot, but, frankly, he 
would deprecate undue haste in 
returning to vonditions which 
might still be unsettled until time 
had been given to this arrange- 
ment to ‘prove itself, and ‘until 
security was fairly established, 


Negotiations With Peking. 


Replying to Mr. Lloyd George, 
who warmly. congratulated the 
Government on the signature of 
the Agreement, Sir Austen Cham- 
berlain said that negotiations 
were pending, with the Peking 
Government and that Sir Miles 
Lampson, had made the same de- 
elaration to them’as had been 
made.to Mr. Chen and we were 
ready and.must reserve our right 
to negotiate with the de facto au- 
thorities in any part of China. 
We could not deal with’ Shanghai 
ag we could deal. with those rights 
belonging to us alone, 4s Shang- 
hai was: an International Settle- 
ment. Its future could . only be 
settled by agreement, with the 
vdtious nations which had an 
equal interest with us. - '

We all. know,’ that. such 
procedure will in all probability 
mean the turning of these ‘schools 
into Nationaliat propaganda in- 
stitutions..

longer obtainable.

THE HANKOW 
AGREEMENTS, 


At long last, agreements have 
been signed by Mr.,O’Malley and 
Mr. Eugene Chen in regard to. the 
future status of the British Con- 
cessions at Hankow and Kiukiang.

The ‘accountant became suspici- 
ous on receiving the paper, which 
he could not understand, and tho 
next thing that happened was that 
two other men entered’ the shop, 
and ‘the prisoner produced some- 
thing from his sleeve which looked 
like a file. He- pointed it at Lo 
‘and the ‘other two men both pro- 
duced:knives, They closed the door 
and dragged Lo from behind the 
counter into the middle of the 
shop where they secured him with 
wire and’used a,piece of, wood for 
a gag. In response to a demand, 
.Lo0 handed over the keys, and two 
gf. the men then proceeded to open 
the-safe, the third man eeadine 
guard. 


Jn the meantime, the foki, being 
unable to learn of .any accident at 
the teashop, became’ suspicious 
and returned, and,. finding tha 
door closed, banged upon it. The 
robbers opened the door and ran 
into the street, the prisoner’threa- 
tening the foki with his knife ag 
he ran past. ' The prisoner wag 
eventually. caught in ‘Water 
Street. : 


During the whole of the time, 
the prisoner was wearing an over- 


coat, and when ‘he was cdught,the, 


‘punch of keys ‘belonging. to the 
accountant were found” ‘in’ the 
pocket." ‘ 


When he was charged, the 
prisoner said he was. told to go 
to the shop to get money, and Mr. 
Holmes commented that that did 
not appear to be an, admission: 
Prisoner had denied the owner- 
ship of a knife which was picked 
up in the street near the premises. 

The prisoner alleged that the 
charge was trumped up because 
he had arranged to borrow money 
from the accountant. “ 


The jury returned a verdict of

Huei (Peasants Union) from a 
Placo about five miles away came 
to our Church at Ko Chia Tsui 
armed with pikes, swords and a 
few old guns, I went out.to meet 
them, The leaders asserted that 
there were cight English priests 
at the Church and some guns.” I 
assured them that there were. 
only two of us—tIrish jpriests 
quite unarmed. ‘The lender then 
stated that since we bélonged to 

a friendly nation they would not 

harm us, but that we sHould have 

to cease preaching Christianity.

Los Angeles, Feb. 15:.—-The use 
of Charlie Chaplin’s stately Bever- 
ly Hilly mansion was granted to 
his wife, Lita Grey Chaplin to-day, 
by Superior Judge Guerin when 
she testified that she fled from 
home when hér husband threaten- 
ed her life.’
